ous farming, community if we are 
to have the world fed in the future 
ar.d maintain' stability *it home and 
abroad.

the situation would not have been so 
acute if the blockade had .been, re- 
moved soon after the "armistice was 
signed as was urged by the UniteJ 
States government. .
